WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—President Wilson's note reject- 


ing the Pope's peace proposal was regarded here today as fiaally 
settling the question of dealing with present German rulers un- 
conquered or uncurbed at home. The President makes it clear 
that a lasting and durable peace can be negotiated only on a 
complete understanding with the German people and not alone 
on unstable guarantees of the existing government. 


The note indicates ihat the American government does not 


intend post-bellum reprisals on the German people but desires 
in the interest of world peace that they be allowed to share in 
international economic opportunities "if they will accept equal- 
ity and not seek domination." 


The note -with its unequivocal denunciation of German mili- 


tary autocracy is believed to reflect accurately the attitude of the 
Allied governments. The genejal tenor of the communication 
had been anticipated but diplomats were surprised to find in. it a 
virtual appeal to the German people to strive for emancipation 
from military control and become fitted to deal with a world 
democracy.

Food Administration Explains

WHAT'S HAPPENING 


IN THE MILL TOWN 


T 


HE food administration has an- 


nounced Its plai;s as to the con- 
trol of wheat, flour and bread. 


The disturbance to, the "world's com- 


merce and short supplies has caused a 
greater disruption of the normal mar- 
kets for wheat than any other cereal. 


First—As a result of the Isolation of 


certain of (lie iroria's wheat produc- 
ing countries by either belligerent: lines 
or short shipping the normal determina- 
tion of the price of vheat by the ebb 
jaml flow of commerce Is totally de- 
Btroyei 


S(«oDd.—Ic order'to control specula- 


' tiou and to secure more equitable dis- 
'tribntloii of the available wheat and 
flour between their countries the allied 
governments have placed tie -whole 
purchase of their supplies In the hands 
of one buyer. Also the European neu- 
trals are now buying their wheat 
through single government agents In- 
. stead of In. the norxuil course of com- 
merce. Therefore the 'export price of 
wheat and flour—and this Is .the real 


' price—If not controlled Trill De subject 
' to almost a single -will of the foreign 
purchaser. 


Third.—In normal times American 


. wheat moves largely to Europe in the 


fall months. This year the" shortage 
of shipping necessitates its distribution 
over the entire year. Therefore there 
Is danger of a glut in onr warehouse 
system over a considerable period. 


Fourth.—There are large stocks oC 


wheat which cannot' be drawn upon 
by the allies during the -war, but In the 
event of peace or defeat of the subma- 
rines these would^ l»e available and 
might seriously demoralize the demand 
for American wheat, 


- . Fifth.—It must be. clearly understood 


that the guaranteed inlnlmum price of 
$2 per bushel for .whitat, set out in the 
food bill, does not apply to the 1917 
harvest, but only to the 1318 harvest, 
ind-then under-conditions which must 
De elaborated. Therj is therefore no 
determined price tot the 1917 harvest. 


Must' Begnlate the Price. 


,.•'The'result-of this situation is,that 
the normal, price making machinery'Is 
entirely broken down unless sorce effl- 


: clent government aotion is brought 


Into play. Either (a) ili_. Vmerlcgn pro- 
ducer may face a slump in wheat,' pos- 
sibly below his production cost. r.nd (I)) 
the export price of T/heat, which ulti- 
mately determines the real'price, is at 
the will o' a- single iigency. (c) Some 
one must buy tbe surplus wbeal-. at any 
Siven moment, and if the surplus 
passes into speculative hands It will 
be held for higher prices later In the 
year, (d) With stabilked prices, extra 
hazards are introduced into all dls- 
trflfntion links, which must be paid 
tor by the consumer. It must be evi- 
dent that the United States govern- 
ment can 'more justly deal with the 
situation than any of the agencies 
mentioned. 


Therefore the food administration 


'tas determined to tnta, the following 
crarse: 


_ First, in order, to eliminate specula- 
tion in wheat and fiour, all elevators 
aid mills of over 100 barrels daily ca- 
piclty will be required to take out a 
government license, the conditions of 
tlis license to be that only reason- 
aBe and customary charges shall be 
uu<le for warehouse service, that no 
wieat shall be stored for more than 
thity days without the approval of 
th; food administration and that cer- 
tan Information as to receipts and 
shpments shall'be supplied regniady. 
Tie grain exchanges, are being asked 
fosuspend all dealings and quotations 
In future wheat. These, regulations 
>fl> come Into force Sept, 1. 
'Ivbile farmers' co-operative elevators 
afe excepted by the food bill, this, how- 
ajer. applies only to mutual concerns- 
aid not to stock companies, and, in any 
e'ent, under the advantages of. Joining 
tte plan none are likely to stand out. 
?o Open Agencies at Terminals. 
-Jn substitution of the broken down 


• ilarketiug machinery the food admin- 
ikratlon proposes to open agencies for 
tie purchase of all wheat at the pria- 
cpal terminals, carrying on its trans- 
aitlons with the usual dealers, and it is 
prepared to take the whole harvest if 
necessary In order t> maintain a fair 
pice and will resell wheat for export 
ii such quantities as we can afford to 
pirt with In protection of our -own peo- 
pe, on one hand, ar.d to sell, on tbe 
oher, to the millers for domestic con- 
simptlon. 
The administration 
will 


nake no charge except a -nominal per- 
entage to cover coiits of the opera- 
ton, and arrangements will be made 
vhlch will assure the government 
tgainst loss. 
-In order that notMncr shall be left to 
alscbarge we are setting np a properly. 
instituted and independent auditing 
ommittee, which will check all trans- 
Actions at every point. 
"• The food administration, under these 
irrangeiaents, would have a large In- 
•-Huence. In fixing the price of wheat. 
.Witt a flew to determining a fair 
price, the president has approved the 
appointment of a committee to be se- 
'lected from representatives of the pro- 
luclng sections and consuming ele-. 
meats of the nation. This committee 
will be assembled un3er the chairman- 
ship of President Garfleld of Williams 
college, and It will bj the duty of this 


. -committee to determine a fair price for 


the 1917 harvest. U]<m the determina- 
tion of this fair buels it is the Inten- 
tion of the food administration to use 
svery authority given it under the bill 
and the control of exports to effect the 


universality of this fair basis through- 
out the whole of the 1817 harrest year 
without change or fluctuation. It 
should thus be clear that It will not be 
to the advantage of any producer to 
hold back his grain la anticipation ol 
further advance, for. be will do so only 
at his own cost of storage and Interest, 
and If It is necessary for the govern- 
ment to buy the enltve wheat harvest, 
in order _to maintain this fair price in 
protection of the producer, the food ad- 
ministrators Intend to do so. 


A Blow at Speculators. 


Furthermore, the holding of wheat or 


fiour contracts by persons not engaged 
In the trade, and even when In trade, 
in larger quantities than are necessary 
for the ordinary course of their busi- 
ness is unlawful under the act, and 
such cases will be prosecuted -with vig- 
or. And such holders would be advised 
to liquidate their contracts at once. 


"By the above arrangement we be- 


lieve that we shall stabilize the .price of 
wheat throughout the year, that th» 
hazards of operation due to fluctuating 
prices which are imposed npon our 
milling and distributing community 
will be eliminated, and therefore their 
business can return to the normal lines 
and the normal margins of profit, and 
that we shall not only have stabilized 
the price of wheat, but stabilized the 
price of flour, and that it should enable 
us to arrive at a stabilized price of 
bread," says the board. 


The food administration has had the 


patriotic co-operation of the leading 
millers of the country, and these mill- 
ers have organized at the request of 
the food administration a committee to 
represent the entire trade. 
Detailed 


proposals for an agreed differential of 
proflt »nd expenses per barrel of flour 
and per ton of feed are unden discus- 
sion. Under this arrangement the pub- 
lic will be assured an. equitable and 


j stabilized price of flour based upon the 


I cost of raw material, and we conndent- 


I ly expect the volunteer arrangement 
! with the mills which will give satisfac- 


I tion to the public. 
; 
The universal endeavor over the 


country to reduce consumption of wheat 
breadstuffs. in order that we may have 
.the . requisite exports with which to 
carry the allies over tbe forthcoming 
winter, will result In a largely increas- 
ed amount of wheat available for ex- 
port. If it were exported as wheat it 
would result in diminution of employ- 
ment In our mills and, of equal Impor- 
tance, curtailment of supply of mill 
feed'for our dairy cattle. Therefore 
the food administration will stipulate 
for a large proportion of export of 
flour instead of wheat, and as the ex- 
port orders for flour will be given 
subject to the approval of the food ad- 
ministration those which co-operate 
with the food administration will be 
given the benefit of tic exports em- 
ployment. 
By thus encouraging the 


home production of flour the manu- 
facturing cost will be reduced, and 
therefore the American public will re- 
ceive. Indirect benefit in lowered mar- 
gins of cost In distribution, 
' In accordance with the policy of the 
administration to co-operate with all 
trades, it is also discussing details 
of voluntary arrangements with the 
flour distributors by which agreed 
differentials may be effected in the 
wholesale trade. 


Investigate Cost of Baking. 


An exhaustive Investigation Is being 


made Into the cost of baking and. 
bread distribution, and active discus- 
sions are being carried on with the 
bakers' war emergency committee as 
to plans for the elimination of waste 
in the Industry and the production of 
a standard loaf. 


It Is impossible to antici]mte the 


price to be enunciated by tile "fair 
price committee," under Dr. Garfleld. 
and it will probably require two or 
three weeks in its determination. 


The basis of determination will be to 


arrive at a. price which represents a 
fair return to the producer for his pa- 
triotic endeavor to Increase the supply 
and a proper reduction of the cost of 
flour to the consumer. 


It must he evident to an thinking 


persons that m>Iess the price of wheat. 
Hour and breara. can be materially re- 
duced we cannot expect to maintain 
the present wage scale of the country 
and that we must in thls,soclal read- 
justment lose efficiency at a time when 
we can afford no such sacrifice.
